CHIEF  CANNINGS REPORT

Late Head of the Police Department Gives
His B!ory.

ARRESTS AND WHY THEY WERE MADE

vagraney and Dronkenness Lead the
List by a Large Majority—
Pernonanl Stadistics of
the Prisoners,

The arnual report of Chie? o! Police Can-
ning le a document that his a go»! deal of
interest for curlous people for It givea an
Insigit Into several phasis of buman charac-
ler.

It shows that the total number of arrests
for the year was 051, The offeneen charged
numbar nearly 100 diffecent kinds, The
vagrants bead the list with 258 arrests, and
the drunkards comme next with a total of
161. During the year only twelve persona
were arresttd on the charge of assault aml
battery, but seveniy-two were arrcated for
disturbing the peace. Sixty-two people were
arrosted charged with larcery, and eleven
runaway boys were caught and held [for
orders of their parents and guardians,

Of the total number arrested 385 were
lahorers, 100 declared they had no occupa-
tion that could he classed, forty-slx were
farmers who got Into varloue kinda of trou-
ble while visiting the city, the miners num.
ber fifteen, the machinlsts twelve, and
students to the number of thirty-six were
arrested, while the palnters and plasterera
have charged agoalnst them elghteca and
ifteen arrests, and the rallroad men twenty-
three, the cooks eleven and the "bootleggers”
number elight,

Native-born Amerlcans head the list with
757, negroes come mext with slxty-three, the
Ivlsh follow with forty-three, and the Gers
mans are represcated with forty-two, two
Turks got Ilnto trouble, three Russians, slx-
teen Danes, two Greeks, nine Englishmen,
onie Arab, two Japs, nine 8wedes, cne Scoteh-
man, one Cuban, two Swiss and four French-
men, and one man who solemnly aver:el that
he was a “"Mexican™ with Mexicen ante-
cedents,

The largesl number ol arrests In any ono
month was 106 i July, and the smallest
number was in January. There were twenty-
three females arrested during the year and
926 men.

The report shows that the patrol wagon
made 392 callsa and took twenty-one slck
and Injured people to the hospitals, The
pollce during the year reported 705 electrie
lights out.

The total expenses of the department for
the year were $17,560.84., Of this amount
$14.894 was pald out in silarles; for board
af prisoners, §368.89; sundries, $1,192.35, and
$015.00 to the city scavenger. The receipts
of the department outslde of saloon licenses
were $1,660.70. This amount only comprlies
fines and forfeitures In the police court. The
entire pollee foree, Including the deputy
marshals, was eighteen men. There were
a number of speclal policemen who were
authorized to serve withaut pay.

PROCEEDINGS OF CITY COUNCIL,

Paving Matter Comes Up Agnin for
Conslderation.

The objectors to the paving were elther
satisfled with the showing that they made at
the meeting of the council on Wednesday
evening or else were dcterred by the weather
from responding to the Invitation to meet the
committee of the whole In the council cham-
ber last night., When the committee ol the
councilmen began thelr sesslon none of the
property owners were present. Mr, Tinley,
who spoke for a number of the protestors on
the preceding evening, was the only repre-
sentative present. Conslderable time was
glven to the dlscussion of the matter, but no
definite vonclusions were reached. Aldermen
Casper and Metcall were very much in favor
of beginning the work of repaving at the
earllest practicable moment, but Johnson and
Shubert thought It advisable to walt another
year. Shubert's propcsition was that a gen-
eral pavement ordinance be paased ordering
about a dozen miles of new pavement lald
next year, and allow the contractors and the
property owners to make use of the interim
in getting hold of material at wholesale
prices and take advantage of job lots and
all of the breaks that might occur In the
meantime, ‘He had an ldea also that the
brick could be burned next fall and hauled
during the winter time, when teamsters
would have less to do and could afford to
work for less wages. The aldermen were
advised that the property owners on Elghth
street had reached the conclusion during the
day that nothing would satisfy them but as-
phailt, and they desired to walt a year longer
before beginning the work. A motion to or-
der the city englneer to prepare the proper
paving ordinance was made and defeated.
This was followed by an effort to have it re-
consldered, but falled and It was eventually
declded to let the matter remain In commit-
tee of the whole for further. consideration,
with probability of early action.

City Attorney Wadsworth called the atten-
tlon of the councll to & number of sulta
against the clty that were set for trial in the
district court on Monday and the early part
of next week. Throe of these sults are known
a8 the Street cases, and involve the cliy's
title to the extension of Fifth avenue that
was acquired about ten years ago. When the
strect wos extended It cut through some
property that was owned by Mrs, Mary E.
Street. Ap effort was made to compromise
with her husband, A. W. Strest, but failed,
and the property was condomned, and $1.600
damages awarded, Street appealed from this
award and In the distriet court secured a
judgment agiinst the eity for 32,300, The
original $1.600 was pald, but no actlon wca
taken to contest the judgment for the larger
amount, When the Street was opened a hill
was cut through and the heavy cost of grad-
ing was charged to the property belonging
to the Streets. This hea never been paid.
The apount paid by the city was given to
A. W. Street and his recelpt taken. Now
Mrs. Street comes in with a suit against the
oity to quiet her title to the land originally
condemned and pald for, claiming that It be-
longed to her and that she had recelved no
notice of the condemnation. The other sult
{8 & mandamus brought by A. W. Street to
compel the city to pay the remainder of the
distriet court judgment, amounting to $7560
with interest for ten years at 3 per cent. The
third suit l& by &re, Street to forve the city
to cancel the grading taxes asaessed against
her adjoining property. Several propositions
for sattlement are made to the city, one of
which Qity Attorney Wadawuith was Inclined
to advise the council to accept, It was an
offer on the part of Mrs. Street to give the
clty title providing the §750 balance was
pald and the sssesaments canceled. The mat-
ter was transferred to a speclal committee
conslating of the mavor, city attorney and
Alderman Casper to take such ateps as may
b necessary 1o have the cases contloued or
amlcably settled and report to a speclal
meeting of the councll on Saturday night,
which wes called for the purpose of recelv-
ing the report,

Another sult agalnst the coity set for trial
on Momday o brought by the Chicago &
Northwestern Hallway company to compel
the cancellation of §1,199.58 worth of special

by the company and located nesr the pres-
ent oity depot. This was referred to the
same committee with a decided séentiment
o'n'tho part of the council to resist the
olalm.

The city attorney alao notified the council
that the Unlon Pacific Rallway company had
refused to pay Its clty taxes on the east
emd of the rallroad bridge amountitg to
about $3000, The company had paid its
cownty and otate taxea but refused to pay
{ts city taxes on the ground that no benefit
wna detlved therefrom and payment could
not be legally enforced, The attomey was
ordered to bring suit or take the sleps
wecessary to enforce collection,

HSome spirited kicks were made agalnst
the new location of the dog pound by citl-
zera living in the vicloity on the grounds
that it was a nuisance, No action was taken,

A meeting of a number of them was
held yesterday amd thls was the conclusion
renched. The Eilghth street people are very
anxious to have thelr street paved with as-
phalt and they have succeeded In worklng
up a atrong sentiment in favor of It in other
parts of the cliy. The Impression prevalis
that m good grade of this kind of pavement
tan be secured at prices canging but a trifle
higher than will be asked for brick, and there
le a strong dispositicn to fnalét upon giving
it a trial,

Bonrd of Supervinors' Meeting,

The Board of Supervisors yesterday re-
celved the report of SheriN Morgan fee the
quarter ending March 81. It ghows that ihere

was collected In fees during that time the
gum of $1,763.59, including the fees from the
Avoea court., There was retained for mileage
$37.00, The salaries for the quatter were
$625: bllls rendered In state cases, $335.65;
Insane caces, $147.90, leaving a halance to
be turned into the treasury of 2617.14.

The bond of Coroner Jennings was recelved
and approved, as was llkewlse his report,
ghowing that there had been three coraner's
conses during the quarter, which cost the
county only %9.30 for all,

The petitlion of J. B. Young and other
farmers living near Crescent which was pre-
sented to the hoard last winter aeking to
have a fund set aslde for the detection and
preseeution of the wolf scalp Importers and
fraudulent claimants for the bounty was
ealled un and read again, The petitioners
deplored the low state of public morals that
permitted the taxpayers to be robbed in this
manner and suggested that the board offer
a standing reward of $60 for the arrest and
conviction of any of these swindlers. The
board concluded that it did not have the
authority to provide such a fund and re-
jected the petition,

The matter of determining the qualifica-
tlon of the newly appointed janitor at the
court house was taken up, but no conclusion
reached, The present janltor, Thomas H.
Rlley, presented a certificate from J. C.
Bixby, showing that he had passed a most
satisfactory examination and was fully
quallfied to perform all of the duties con-
nected with the manipulation of the exten-
sive heating plant at the county bullding.
With the certificate was a renewal of his ap-
plication for reappolntment.

The board refused to grant the petition of
the owners of the Ogden hotel for reduction
of taxes from $8,000 to $5,000.

DISMISSES PROCEEWGS FOR RELEASE

Man Who Murdered Frank Kahler

at Den Moines Must Now
Serve Out His

DES MOINES, Aprit 7.—(Special Tele-
gram.)—The supreme court today dismissed
the proceedings brought by the relatives of
J. W, Stone to secure his releare from the
state penitentiary and place him in a state
Insane asvium. Stone murdered Frank Kah-
ler, a prominent business man here, on Jao-
uary 6. He walked Into Kahler's store and
firing right emd left killed Kahler and
wounded several others. He was Indicted
on two counts by the grand jury and the
district court then ordered him confined In
the Insane ward at the state penitentiary
until eane, The action of the district court
la sustalned,

CHEMIST IN A BURGLARY CASE.

Money Charged with Gases Libernted
by Explosives,

DES MOINES, Ia., Aprll 7.—Prof. Floyd
Dav'a, the chemlst, has returned from Mis-
sourl, where he has been making an ex-
amination of money found on the person
of Charles Martin, accused of blowing opea
the safe of the Farmers' bank at Sheridan.
The investigation is for the local Bankers'
Casnalty company. It was wighed to asper-
tain whether the money came from the safe
which was blown open by aitrolglycerine.
Prof. Davis saye the money hears every evi-
dence of having come In contact wilh gases
libernted by explosives. No marks atve vis-
ible to the naked eye. The alleged robber's
clothing will be subjected to the same test.
The examinaticm has never been tried before,
but ks belng wzed with a view to progsecuting
all futuce cases of & simllar oature by the
expert testimeny of chemists. After the an-
nouncement of the result of the Investiga-
tion Martin offered to enter a plea of gullty
providing the presecutlon would agree to ask
that only the minimum pepalty, two years
Imprisonment, be Imposed,

Latter Was Angered by an Altempt to
Eject Him,

LANCASTER, Pa, April T.-=David B,
Landls, president of the Coneatoga Natlonal
bank, and one of the leading citizens of thia
clty, was sbot and killed this momming by
Ralph W. Wirback, who In extensively
known throughout the country as a maker
of a patent medleine bearing his name.

The tragedy resulted from an effort of

He asked for a couference, and requeeted
that the covstables send for Mr, Landlo
His request was complied with,

Mr. Landis came over to the house, and
accompanied the two to ece Wirback, He
had not ascended more than two steps of
the garret when a terrific report was heard
and Landis fell baek into Constable Grael's
arms, the whole top of his head having been
blown off, Nothing was seen of Wirback.
He had removed the door to the garret apd
nalled boardo over the opening and is en-
trenched behind this barricade. The house
Is surroutnded by officers and a wildly ex-
clted evowd, but no effort has yel been
made to capture the murderer, This, it le
feared, canpat  be accomplished without
further losa of life.
